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THE   COLLEGE. 


The  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  originally  entitled  the 
Free  Academy,  was  established  in  1848,  by  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State,  passed  May  7,  1847.  In  the  year  1854,  the  Legisla- 
ture passed  a  law  endowing  the  Institution  with  full  Collegiate 
powers  and  privileges,  so  far  as  pertained  to  the  conferring  upon 
its  graduates  the  usual  Collegiate  degrees  and  diplomas  in  the  Arts 
and  Sciences.  In  the  year  1806,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  fuller  develop- 
ment to  its  usefulness,  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  by  an  Act 
passed  March  30,  changed  the  name  to  that  of  "  The  College  or 
the  City  of  New  York,"  and  conferred  on  the  Institution  all 
"  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  College,  pursuant  to  the  Eevised 
Statutes  of  the  State,"  thus  rendering  it  "  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Statutes  relative  to  Colleges,  and  to  the  visitation  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University,  in  like  manner  with  the  other  Colleges 
of  the  State." 
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COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

The  entire  course  embraces  a  period  of  five  years,  of  two  terms 
each  year,  and  its  details  are  exhibited  on  the  pages  immediately 
following,  which  also  indicate  the  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  each 
subject.  The  course  is  essentially  the  same  for  all  students  in  the 
departments  of  Science,  Philosophy  and  History,  but  different  in 
th  e  following  particulars,  viz. : 

The  course  with  modern  languages  embraces  French,  German 
and  Spanish,  and  practical  instruction  in  the  Laboratory,  or  any 
other  practical  subject  at  the  option  of  the  student,  during  the 
entire  Junior  year  and  the  first  term  of  the  Senior  year. 

The  course  with  ancient  languages  comprises  Latin,  Greek  and 
one  of  the  three  modern  languages  at  the  option  of  the  student. 

The  normal  course,  which  is  intended  to  form  competent  teachers, 
embraces  either  of  the  above  courses,  at  the  option  of  the  student, 
with  this  difference,  that  in  a  course  with  Modern  Languages, 
Latin  is  obligatory  during  the  fourth  year  instead  of  Spanish. 
The  College  course  is  reached  through  a  course  of  one  year  in  the 
Introductory  Department.  This  course  comprises  the  following 
subjects :  English,  French  or  Latin,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Element- 
ary Physics,  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and  Linear  Drawing. 

Students  not  preparing  for  College,  or  who  are  sufficiently 
advanced  in  French  or  Latin  to  enter  the  Freshman  Class,  may 
study  German  or  Spanish,  at  their  option. 
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Students,  who,  Instead  of  entering  College,  wish  to  remain 
another  year  in  the  Introductory  Department,  may  then  pursue 
the  following-  Commercial  or  Mechanical  course,  consisting  of 
English  Language,  the  Modern  Language  studied  the  first  year, 
another  Modern  Language  or  Mechanical  Drawing,  Mechanics  and 
Machinery.  Trigonometry,  Surveying  and  Navigation,  Chemistry, 
Bookkeeping  and  Commercial  Law,  Political  Philosophy,  and 
Phonography. 

The  choice  of  each  student  as  to  the  course  of  studies  he  intends 
to  pursue  musj:  be  made  in  writing  at  the  time  of  his  admission, 
and  registered  and  filed  at  the  College.  It  must  be  made  by  the 
parent  or  guardian,  or  by  the  parent  or  guardian  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty.  It  is  important  that  the 
subject  be  carefully  considered  before  the  selection  is  made,  as,  from 
eonsiderations  of  advantage  to  the  student,  as  well  as  from  a  proper 
regard  for  the  orderly  working  and  discipline  of  the  institution, 
when  once  commenced,  the  same  course  must  be  pursued  as  long- 
as  the  student  remains  in  the  College.

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REQUISITES  FOR  ADMISSION. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  takes  place  imme- 
diately before  the  general  examination  in  June.  No  student  can 
be  admitted  to  the  College  unless  he  resides  in  the  city,  has  attend- 
ed the  common  schools  in  the  city  twelve  months,  and  passes  a 
good  examination' in 

Spelling,  Algebra,  as  far  as  quadratic 

Reading,  equations,  inclusive, 

Writing,  Geography, 

English  Grammar,  History  of  the  United  States,. 

Arithmetic,  Elementary  Book-keeping. 

To  be  admitted  to  examination,  candidates  must  present  to  the 
President  of  the  College  a  certificate  in  due  form,  signed  by  the 
Principals  of  the  schools  which  they  have  attended,  and  specifying 
the  dates  and  the  length  of  time  of  their  attendance. 

At  either  of  the  regular  examinations  candidates  may  be  admit- 
ted to  any  class,  provided  they  shall  have  attended  the  grammar 
schools  the  requisite  period — shall  pass  the  proper  examination  for 
admission,  and  also  an  examination  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty,  in 
the  previous  studies  of  the  class  to  which  they  wish  to  be  admitted. 
No  person  is  allowed  to  be  present  at  the  examination  for  admis- 
sion except  the  instructors  in  the  College  and  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Neither  the  names  of  the  candidates  nor  the 
schools  from  which  they  are  sent  are  made  known  to  the  instruc- 
tors conducting  the  examinations,  but  each  candidate  is  designated,- 
during  examination,  by  a  number  assigned  to  him  by  the  President. 
Candidates  who  pass  a  good  examination  are  admitted  on  probation 
for  eight  weeks,  at  the  expiration  of  which,  those  who  have  shown 
the  ability  to  prosecute  the  prescribed  studies  receive  a  certificate 
to  that  effect  and  have  their  names  entered  on  the  rolls  of  the 
College. 

Every  student  on  leaving  the  institution,  after  one  year,  with  a 
good  character,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate,  stating  the  period  he  has 
been  in  the  College,  and  the  studies  there  pursued  by  him,  pro- 
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vided  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  accounted  for  all  the  books  and 

other  property  committed  to  him;  but  no  student  shall  receive 
such  a  certificate  if  he  be  dismissed  for  misconduct.  If  a  student 
absents  himself  for  two  weeks  without  obtaining  permission, 
his  name  is  stricken  from  the  rolls,  and  he  loses  his  right  to  a 
certificate  of  good  standing  on  leaving  the  institution. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  rules  of  conduct  are  few,  and  laid  down  in  view  of  se- 
curing prompt  attention  to  duty  and  correct  behavior.  Any  infrac- 
tion of  these  rules  involves  punishment,  which,  according  to  the 
offence,  consists  of  demerit  marks,  private  admonition,  admonition 
by  the  President  in  the  presence  of  the  section  and  of  the  instruc- 
tor in  the  recitation-room,  suspension  by  the  direction  of  the 
President,  public  admonition  by  the  President  in  presence  of  all 
the  students  at  roll-call,  final  admonition  by  the  President  in  a 
meeting  of  the  Faculty,  and  dismission  for  misconduct,  the  latter 
to  be  directed  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  violation  of  the  rules  is  recorded  in  the  Booh  of  Discipline, 
together  with  the  degree  of  punishment  inflicted,  and  the  amount 
of  demerits  received.  No  student  is  demerited  without  receiving 
notice  of  the  fact  and  the  cause. 

TERMS,  VACATIONS,  ETC. 

The  classes  are  annual,  and  each  year  is  divided  into  two  terms. 

There  are  three  vacations  in  each  Collegiate  year — the  summer 
vacation,  from  the  day  after  Commencement  to  the  third  Wednes- 
day in  September;  the  winter  vacation,  from  the  25th  day  of  De- 
cember to  the  2d  day  of  January,  inclusive;  and  the  spring  vaca- 
tion, the  week  in  which  occurs  the  first  day  of  May.  There  are 
no  College  exercises  on  Saturday,  on  the  day  celebrated  as  the  An- 
niversary of  American  Independence,  on  the  22d  day  of  February, 
on  Good  Friday,  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  or  on  any  Friday  im- 
mediately following  a  legal  holiday.  The  first  Collegiate  Term 
2 
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commences  at  the  end  of  the  summer  vacation,  and  the  second  at 
the  end  of  the  first  examination. 

The  exercises,  during  term-time,  begin  at  9  a.m.,  and  continue 
until  all  the  classes  are  heard.  The  doors  are  closed  for  roll-call 
at  precisely  fifteen  minutes  before  9  o'clock,  when  all  the  students 
are  to  be  in  their  seats  in  the  Chapel.  During  the  months  of  De- 
cember, January,  February  and  March,  the  exercises  begin  half  an 
hour  later. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  two  public  examinations  during  the  Collegiate  year. 
The  first  commences  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  the  second 
on  the  third  Monday  before  Commencement,  each  continuing 
eight  days.  No  student  is  allowed  to  advance  to  the  next  class 
without  being  found  qualified  for  such  advancement.  And  if  a 
student  shall,  in  any  of  his  studies,  have  made  so  little  progress  as 
to  be  unqualified  for  advancement  two  successive  years,  his  name  is 
stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  College. 

MEEIT-EOLL. 

The  Merit-Eoll  is  made  up  immediately  after  each  examination. 
On  this  roll  each  student  is  ranked  according  to  his  standing  in 
his  class,  indicated  by  the  amount  of  merit-marks  received  during 
the  term  for  conduct,  and  examinations. 

The  examination  maximum  in  each  subject  is  ascertained  by 
multiplying  the  number  of  recitations  a  week  in  that  subject  by 
one  hundred. 

The  maximum  of  conduct  is  two  hundred,  and  the  conduct-mark 
of  each  student  is  determined  by  deducting  from  such  maximum 
all  his  demerit  marks. 

On  the  Merit-Eoll  the  students  are  classified  as  Highest,  High, 
Good,  and~Low. 

The  student  who  has  the  greatest  number  of  marks  in  his  class 
ranks  Highest. 

Students  rank  High  the  total  of  whose  marks  in  study  and  con- 
duct together,  equals  nine-tenths  of  the  maximum. 
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Students  rank  (Jood  the  iota!  of  whose  marks  equals  six-tenths 
of  the  maximum. 

The  remaining  students  rank  Low. 

In  the  various  studies,  as  well  as  on  the  general  Merit-Roll,  stu- 
dents who  have  equal  marks  are  numbered  the  same  ;  hut  the  num- 
ber of  the  one  next  below  them  is  determined  by  the  whole  number 
above  him  in  the  class. 

A  Copy  of  the  Merit-Roll  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
every  student. 

JUNIOR  EXHIBITION. 

The  Junior  Exhibition  takes  place  on  the  evening  of  the  last 
Friday  of  the  February  examination.  The  exercises  consist  of  the 
delivery  of  original  addresses  by  members  of  the  Junior  class  who 
are  appointed  by  the  Faculty  in  November  of  each  year,  from 
among  those  whose  standing  in  the  last  preceding  Merit-Roll  is  not 
lower  than  "Good/'  and  who  have  not  received  seventy-five  de- 
merit-marks during  the  second  term  of  the  Sophomore,  nor  forty 
demerit-marks  during'the  first  term  of  the  Junior  year,  up  to  the 
day  of  appointment. 

DEGREES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  confer  the  usual 
Collegiate  Degrees,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty.  The 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  is  conferred  on  those  who  have  pursued 
a  full  course  with  ancient  languages ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Sciences, 
on  those  who  have  pursued  a  full  course  with  modern  languages. 

The  Faculty  recommend  no  one  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree 
whose  average  standing  in  any  study  of  the  Senior  year  has  fallen 
below  six-tenths  of  the  maximum.  Each  member  of  the  graduat- 
ing class  is  required  to  write  a  composition  for  oral  delivery,  to  be 
sent  in  four  weeks  before  Commencement.  Orations  and  disserta- 
tions written  for  this  occasion  are  not  to  exceed  seven  minutes  each 
in  length,  with  the  exception  of  the  Valedictory  and  Salutatory 
Orations,  which  may  be  extended  to  ten  minutes. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  of  Sciences,  of  three  years'  standing,  may 
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be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  that  of  Master  of 
Sciences,  provided  he  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  that 
in  the  interval  he  has  sustained  a  good  moral  character,  and  has 
successfully  pursued  some  literary  or  scientific  study,  which  may 
be  evidenced  by  the  diploma  of  some  literary  or  scientific  institu- 
tion, or  by  the  notes  prepared  by  him  while  pursuing  a  literary  or 
scientific  course  of  studies.  Application  must  be  made  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  May,  accompanied  by  an  original  thesis  on  a  lite- 
rary or  scientific  subject,  and  certified  under  the  hand  of  the  appli- 
cant to  be  the  result  of  a  regular  course  of  study. 

COMMENCEMENT. 

The  Commencement  of  the  College  is  held  on  Thursday  pre- 
ceding the  1st  of  July  in  each  year. 

The  exercises  of  the  graduating  class  on  Commencement  Day  are 
five  orations,  and  five  dissertations.  Of  the  orations,  the  Valedic- 
tory is  the  highest  honor  of  that  nature  in  the  gift  of  the  College, 
and  is  assigned  to  the  student  who  stands  highest  on  the  Merit- 
Roll,  reckoning  from  the  beginning  of  the  Freshman  year.  The 
Salutatory  Oration  is  the  second  honor,  and  is  given  to  the  student 
who  ranks  second  on  the  Merit-Roll.  The  three  remaining  orations 
constitute  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  honors,  and  are  given  to  the 
students  who  rank  from  third  to  fifth  on  the  Merit-Roll.  The  dis- 
sertations are  given  to  such  other  students  in  the  graduating  class 
as  particularly  excel  in  rhetorical  merit. 

After  the  exercises  of  the  graduating  class  the  distribution  of 
the  diplomas  takes  place,  and  also  that  of  the  various  honors,  and 
prizes  hereafter  described. 

FELLOWSHIPS. 

Members  of  the  Graduating  Class,  not  exceeding  five  in  number, 
considered  by  the  Faculty  as  most  fit  to  become  instructors,  are 
recommended  by  them  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Fellows  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  Diploma  of  Fellow  is  awarded  at  the  Commencement  follow- 
ing the  year's  service.  The  names  of  those  who  have  received  such 
appointment  are  recorded  in  each  Annual  Register. 
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MEDALS  AND  PRIZES. 

The   Pell    Medals. 

In  1849  Duncan  C.  Pell,  Esq.,  placed  in  the  hands  of  Trustees 
$500,  to  be  invested,  and  the  income  to  be  applied  annually,  for- 
ever, to  procure  a  gold  medal,  to  be  awarded  by  them  to  the  student 
in  the  College  who  shall  have  made  the  greatest  proficiency  in  his 
general  studies  during  the  year. 

In  185G  the  above-named  donor,  by  a  deed  of.  trust,  authorized 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Fund,  if  to  them  it  should  appear  ex- 
pedient, to  devote  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  Fund  to  the  pro- 
curing of  a  silver  medal,  to  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  shall 
rank  second  in  general  proficiency  during  the  year.

In  1850  Edwin  Burr,  Esq.,  created  a  similar  trust  for  a  gold 
medal,  to  be  awarded  annually,  forever,  to  the  best  mathematician 
in  the  highest  class  in  the  College. 

In  1856  a  similar  trust  was  created  for  procuring  a  silver  medal, 
to  be  awarded  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  foregoing.

The  Ward    Medals. 

In  1853  Augustus  H.  Ward,  Esq.,  by  a  deed  of  trust  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  established  the  ward  medals,  viz.,  twenty  bronze  medals, 
to  be  awarded  annually,  at  the  Commencement,  one  for  each  of  the 
subjects  mentioned,  to  the  student  who  shall  have  made  the  most 
proficiency  therein,  provided  he  shall  have  regularly  pursued  such 
study  for  not  less  than  two  months  of  the  Collegiate  year  then 
closing — a  student  gaining  one  medal  not  to  be  precluded  from  ob- 
taining others  at  the  same  or  subsequent  examinations.

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The    Riggs   Medals. 

In  July,  1864,  Elisha  Riggs,  Esq.,  by  a  donation  of  $1,000.  in 
United  States  Securities,  established  a  fund,  to  be  administered  by 
Trustees,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  be  forever  devoted  to  the 
providing  of  a  gold  medal,  to  be  annually  awarded  to  the  author  of 
the  best  English  Prose  Composition  in  the  Senior  Class  of  the  Col- 
legiate  year  then  terminating;  and  of  a  similar  gold  medal,  to  be 
so  awarded,  to  the  author  of  the  best  English  Prose  Composition 
in  the  Junior  Class  of  the  same  year;  any  surplus  of  income  to  be 
applied  by  the  Trustees  to  further,  in  any  way  they  may  think 
best,  the  design  of  the  donor  to  stimulate  the  cultivation  of  English 
composition  in  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York.

The   Kelly   Medals. 

In  1868  James  Kelly,  Esq..  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College  $1,000  to  be  invested,  and  the  annual  in- 
come thereof  forever  devoted  to  the  providing  of  two  gold  medals, 
to  be  awarded  as  prizes  for  excellence  in  debating,  and  designated 
as  the  first  and  second  Kelly  medals.  The  speakers  contending  for 
these  medals  are  to  be  chosen  by  the  two  literary  societies,  three 
from  each  society,  and  the  six  so  chosen  are  the  only  competitors. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  selects  the  subject  and  sub- 
mits it  to  the  Faculty  for  approval. 

The  debate  is  held  during  the  week  preceding  Commencement, 
and  the  medals  are  awarded  by  a  committee  of  gentlemen  appointed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  having  no  relation 
to  the  College. 
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The  Claflin   Medals. 

In  1871  John  Claflin,  Esq.,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Trustees,  $1,250,  to  he  invested,  and  the  income  to  be  ap- 
plied annually,  forever,  to  procure  two  gold  medals  and  two  silver 
medals,  to  be  awarded  as  follows : 

A  gold  medal  to  that  student  of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  pass 
the  best  competitive  examination  in  Greek;  a  gold  medal  to  that 
student  of  the  Junior  Class  who  shall  pass  the  best  competitive  ex- 
amination in  Latin  ;  a  silver  medal  to  that  student  of  the  Fresh- 
man Class  who  shall  receive  the  certificate  of  the  Professor  of 
Greek,  that  he  has  made  the  greatest  proficiency  in  that  depart- 
ment; and  a  silver  medal  to  that  student  of  the  Freshman  Class 
who  shall  receive  a  corresponding  certificate  from  the  Professor  of 
Latin.

Prizes  for  Declamation. 
PROSE. 
In  1852  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  offered  a  prize 
for  excellence  in  Pullic  Speaking,  to  be  called  the  "Prize  oe  the 
President  oe  the  Board  oe  Trustees."    The  speakers  contend- 
ing for  this  prize  are  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  three  higher  classes 
two  from  each  class  by  their  classmates,  and  the  six  so  chosen  are 
the  only  competitors  for  the  prize.    They  speak  selected  pieces,  and 
the  speaking  forms  a  part  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  of  Com- 
mencement; the  prize  is  awarded  by  a  committee  of  gentlemen 
having  no  relation  to  the  College,  selected  by  the  donor.     The 
award  is  announced  on  Commencement  day. 

The  successive  Presidents  of  the  Board  have  offered  prizes  in    % 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  conditions. 
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POETRY. 

In  1855  a  gentleman  of  this  city  ottered  a  'k  Prize  to  the  best 
Declaimer  of  a  Selected  Poem,"  the  competitors  to  be  selected,  one 
from  each  of  the  three  higher  classes,  by  the  students  of  said 
classes  respectively;  the  exercises  to  forma  part  of  the  Commence- 
ment, and  to  take  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  speaking  for  the 
"  Prize  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees/'  and  the  award 
to  be  made  by  the  Committee  designated  to  confer  the  prize  in 
prose  speaking,  and  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

These  exercises  in  declamation  are  usually  held  on  Friday  pre- 
ceding Commencement. 

Prize  for  Translation  from   French. 

In  1857  a  gentleman  offered  an  annual  prize  for  the  best  transla- 
tion from  French  into  English.  The  translators  contending  for 
the  prize  are  elected  by  ballot  from  and  by  the  students  in  the 
three  higher  classes  who  have  studied  French  in  the  College,  two 
from  each  class,  and  the  six  so  chosen  are  the  only  competitors  for 
the  prize.  Each  translation  has  appended  «an  assumed  name  or 
motto,  and  a  sealed  letter  bearing  the  name  or  motto  and  contain- 
ing the  true  name  of  the  translator  is  left  with  the  President. 
The  translation  is  made  after  the  summer  examination,  on  a 
day  appointed  by  the  President  and  within  a  given  time,  not 
exceeding  three  hours.  The  passage  is  selected  by  the  Professor  of 
French,  and  the  merit  of  the  translation  is  judged  by  its  excellence 
both  in  interpreting  the  foreign  text,  and  in  the  use  of  good 
idiomatic  English;  the  former  point  being  decided  by  the  Pro- 
fessor of  French,  the  latter  by  the  Professor  of  English.  These 
two  Professors  form  the  Committee  of  Award,  together  with  the 
President,  to  whom  they  report,  according  to  a  scale  of  merit  pre- 
viously agreed  upon,  and  from  an  addition  of  such  reports  the 
fact  of  superiority  is  ascertained.

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LABOEATOEY. 

The  Laboratory  of  the  College  is  well  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary apparatus  of  glass  and  porcelain,  and  with  an  extensive  suit 
of  chemical  preparations.  The  Physical  Cabinet  contains  most  of 
the  best  French  and  German  instruments,  imported  expressly  for 
the  College. 

CABINETS  OF  CHEMICAL  AND  PHYSICAL  APPAEATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  College  consists  of  full  sets  of  French, 
German,  English  and  American  instruments  to  illustrate  the  sub- 
jects of  Surveying,  Navigation,  Mechanics,  Sound,  Light,  Heat, 
Electricity  and  Magnetism.  The  subject  of  Civil  Engineering  is 
illustrated  by  fine  French  models  of  oblique  bridges  and  Topograph- 
ical Drawings,  and  models  of  Groined  Arches  and  Spiral  Staircases 
There  are  also  several  models  of  Fortifications. 

THE  MUSEUM  OF  NATUEAL  HISTOEY 

Is  attached  to  the  Department  of  Natural  History,  and  has  been 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  each  branch  of  the  course  in 
that  department. 

The  Mineralogical  cabinet  contains  about  1,000  characteristic 
minerals  and  ores,  together  with  a  number  of  duplicates,  which  are 
given  to  the  students  for  analysis. 

The  Botanical  Cabinet  contains  a  small  Herbarium,  and  a  few 
specimens  showing  method  of  growth. 

The  Physiological  Cabinet  contains  skeletons  and  natural  and 
artificial  preparations  of  the  various  organs. 

The  Zoological  Cabinet  contains  thirty  skeletons  of  different 
animals,  some  of  which  are  rare,  a  few  stuffed  specimens,  a  collec- 
tion of  about  one  thousand  five  hundred  species  of  insects,  a  fine 
series  of  preparations  in  glass  of  Medusae,  Actinia?  and  Molluscae, 
a  collection  of  about  four  hundred  species  of  shells,  given  chiefly 
by  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  and  a  very  fine  suit  of  corals,  of 
Florida  coast,  presented  by  Major  Walter  McFarland,  U.  S.  A. 

The  Geological  Cabinet  contains  specimens  illustrating  the  de- 
posits of  different  periods,  and  has  been  recently  enriched  by  the 
addition  of  a  very  fine  Ichthyosaurus. 
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MODELS  AND  CASTS. 

The  Drawing  Department  is  furnished  with  the  following  classes 
of  models  and  casts  :

Parthenon  and  the  Temple  of  Minerva,  in  Athens — called 
"Elgin  Marbles  "—partly  Bas-Eeliefs  and  High-Reliefs, 
partly  Statues.  These  were  presented  by  Charles  M. 
Lenpp,  Esq.,  of  New  York. 

7.  Different  casts  of  Bas-Reliefs,  with  Mythological  Figures. 

8.  Different  casts  of  Torsos  and  portions  of  the  Human  Figure, 

partly  from  Antiques,  partly  from  later  Sculptures. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  contains  twenty  thousand  volumes,  consisting  of 
valuable  and  well  selected  books,  and  is  constantly  increasing  through 
additions  from  appropriations  and  from  donations  by  private 
citizens. 

In  1852  Ephraim  Holbrook,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  bequeathed  the 
sum  of  $5,000,  to  be  applied,  at  a  future  period,  to  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  Library. 

In  1857  Seth  G-rosvenor,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  bequeathed  to  the 
Board  of  Education  the  sum  of  $30,000,  to  be  permanently  invested 
and  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended,  under  certain  conditions, 
in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Two  Literary  Societies,  the  Clionian  and  Pheekocosmiax,  are 
connected  with  the  College.  They  were  established  for  a  kindred 
purpose — the  cultivation  of  the  arts  of  composition,  oratory  and 
debate,  and  the  promotion  of  friendly  intercourse  between  stu- 
dents. The  students  of  the  four  collegiate  classes  are  eligible  to 
regular  membership. 

The  faculty  are  ex  officio  honorary  members  of  the  societies. 
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The  meetings  are  weekly  during  the  collegiate  year.  The  exer- 
cises consist  of  the  reading  of  an  essay,  the  delivery  of  an  oration, 
and  the  debate  of  a  question  previously  appointed.  A  magazine  is 
also  read  at  intervals,  to  which  the  members  contribute,  anony- 
mously, articles  of  a  lighter  nature  than  the  essays.  The  libraries, 
containing  many  valuable  books,  are  in  two  of  the  side-rooms  of 
the  chapel,  and  are  open  to  the  members  on  Friday  afternoons. 

THE  ASSOCIATE  ALUMNI. 

This  association  consists  of  the  graduates  of  the  institution. 
Its  regular  meetings  are  held  in  the  College  building,  annually,  on 
the  day  after  Commencement.
